In the first year of my practice, friendly counsel sayed for me two 
patients who would otherwise have succumbed to pneumonia. 

The first case was a girl, set. 10 years, who was practically cured in 
one day by sanguinaria; the second case was a man, set. 73 years, who 
was promptly cured by phosphorus. Neither of these families had ever 
had homoBopathic treatment before, hence neither was able to g^ve symp- 
toms of any real value to guide me in the selection of the homoeopathic 
remedy, and it was the discoloration of the face — circumscribed bright 
redness of the cheeks in the child, and dusky, suffused redness of the 
face in the old gentleman, — which gave the first gruide to the selection of 
the proper homoeopathic remedy. 

When I saw the rapid and, to me, marvelous action of these remedies, 
I resolved that if I ever could do anything to help the beginner in 
homoeopathy to cure such cases in like manner, I would do so, and the 
work herewith offered to the medical professix)n is the result of that 
resolution. It includes not only the treatment of pneumonia, but of 
bronchitis, pleuritis, phthisis and tuberculosis as well, and will also be 
found very helpful in the treatment of ordinary colds and coughs, too 
often the precursors of the graver diseases, especially when not properly 
treated. 

The Repertory is preceded by a few special hints in prescribing some 
of the remedies, from masters in homoeopathy. Then follows : 
Ist. Repertory of General Symptoms. 
2d. Repertory of Coughs. 
3d. Repertory of Expectorations. 

4th. Repertory of General Aggravations and Ameliorations. 
5th. Clinical Cases. 
I trust that it will be found very helpful not only to the beginner 
in the practice of homoeopathy, but to the experienced physician as well, 
and prove to be the means of saving the lives of very many patients, 
young and old, so that they may continue to live in perfect health and 
happiness to a well-rounded-out old age.

AOAiiTPHA indioa: The hemorrhage is aggrayated in the morning 
luad hright red; hut dark and lumpy in the evening. 

AGETio Acro: should be given in the higher x)otencie8 and in the 
single dose; repetitions are dangerous, as they may cause profuse and 
even fatal hemorrhages. (Ferr.) 

agonitum: should never be given in typhoid fever or tuberculosis^ 
unless anxiety, mental restlessness and fear are present. Faint on 
rising from lying, with tendency to fall over, and loss of vision. (Every- 
thing turns black before the ^es.) Tuberculous patients are easily 
shocked and then have their menses suppressed, especially in young girls, 
for which aconite may be the remedy. 

alumina is often the remedy in the beginning of consumption, when 
the mucous membranes are deranged, digestion weak and assimilation 
imperfect. The cough is dry, as a rule, and the sputum not character- 
istia 

ANTiMONiuM TART, is most Suitable to the extremes of life, youth and 
old age. 

aranea: Bad effects of exposure and privations, causing anemiiu 
Dyspeptic, impoverished, scorbutic persons, whose complaints are aggra- 
vated by living in damp places, near the water or working in cellars, 
and from cold, damp weather. 

ARSENICUM will give brilliant results in all stages of tuberculosis 
(and pneumonia) from the incipient symptoms of rapid emaciation with 
or without the suspicious persistent cough, to fully developed phthisis; 
but to obtain that end, the remedy must not be repeated too often, which 
might produce fatal results. Its action is not only intense, but extensive, 
affecting every organ of the body, every nerve filament, from the slight- 
est sensation to actual destruction of the organs. Its constitutional 
symptoms are of far greater value in prescribing, than the local. 

Arsenic is usually not called for in the beginning of a disease. The 
tendency of this remedy is deathward. If given too early in a disease 
which tends to a fatal ending, we may precipitate the result we are so 
anxious to avoid. We must be certain that the mental state of the 
patient is positively that of arsenic, or harm will be done instead of good. 
These mental symptoms are as follows : 

1. Depressed, melancholic, despair, indifference. 

2. Fearful, restless, anxious, full of anguish. 

3. Irritable, sensitive, peevish, easily vexed. 

4. Fear of being alone, with dread of dying, when alone, or 
when going to bed. Fear of death. 
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Bellows murmur, either from thinness of the blood or from thidc- 
ening of the aortic valves, especially if accompanied by wheezing breath- 
ing or frothy sputum, in the early stages of tuberculosis. 

Like all the great antipsorics, it must be prescribed on the consti- 
tutional symptoms rather than on the local, like: calcarea carb., graph- 
ites, lycopodium, nux vom., phosphorus, psorinum, silica, sulphur. 

BADiAGA has a marked influence on the process of assimilation and 
herein are seen the early symptoms of tuberculosis. 

BAPTisiA is suitable in all stages; it will soothe the suffering of the 
incurable patient better than any narcotic. (See Euthanasia at the end 
of these hints.) The mental and general symptoms chiefly indicate 
baptisia. 

BELLADONNA : Fullness in center of forehead, which is well rounded 
both above and laterally; with precocious and brilliant mental develop- 
ment, often the first indication of the tubercular diathesis. 

Chronic laryngitis or in the early stage of laryngeal, bronchial or 
pulmonary tuberculosis. Dry, hollow cough. 

borax: Impaired nutrition from defective assimHation as shown 
in the aphthous condition of the mouth, aggravated from downward 
motion. 

bromium: Quick mental comprehension. Pains in the chesty 
stitches, cutting and weakness on right side run upward, glands en- 
larged and indurated, sensation of cobwebs on or fuzziness of the face. 

Bryonia: A very large proportion of cases of pleuritis, improperly 
treated, develop later into pneumonia and fibroid phthisis, leaving inter- 
pleural plastic exudations, and tubercular nodules and sacculated cavities 
soon follow. Bryonia will absorb this exudate and remove or prevent 
this condition. Cutting knife-like pains in chest and abdomen, agg^ra- 
vated by motion. 

CALCAREA CARB. Improper digestion and assimilation; stools formed 
containing undigested food. A history of open fontanelles, difficult 
dentition, head sweats profusely during sleep, abdomen large, rapid 
growth in youths of both sexes, epistaxis frequent and profuse in bojrs, 
frequent and profuse menses in girls; very erect in any position; fat, 
fair and flabby. 

Consumptives of a calcareous diathesis, when abscesses form in the 
lungs ; sputum of a putrid smelling pus. Useful in both extremes of life. 

CALCAREA PHos. Imperfect digestion and assimilation. The history 
of childhood and adolescense gives often the indications for the employ- 
ment of this remedy. Chest affections, anal fissure and fistula. It it 
more frequently indicated in acute than chronic affections of the lungs. 

CAMPHOR. More often useful in the later stages of pneumonia. 

CANNABIS indica: Dullucss on percussion, oppressed breathing and 
fever, will all disappear in a few hours or days after the giving of this 
remedy, in the third stage of pneumonia, that of absorption, when the 
deposit is limited to the lower portion of either or both lungs; expector- 
ation difficult, greenish, delirium during fever, and vomiting of g^reeniah 
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bilious matter; cough frequent, teasing, dry at times, and bard, even 
incessant, oppressed breathing. 

CABfio VEG.: Persons who have suffered from exhausting diseases, 
diarrhea, hemorrhages, profuse sweats, or suppurations. Give carbo veg. 
till reaction is established. 

causticum: Laryngeal phthisis of catarrhal origin, beginning in 
the larynx and trachea, descending into the bronchi and terminating 
in tubercular cheesy degeneration of the apices. Patients are cold, hare 
cold (not clanmny) feet and sweat on walking in the open air. Chilli- 
ness and sweat often alternate. 

china: Exhaustion after loss of vital fluids, (ferrum, phosphor.) 
It is useful in all stages. 

CORALORHIZA odoutorhiza of Nickell's Botanical Ready Reference: 
Chicken toes, dragon's toes, coral root, scaly dragon's claw, fever root, 
turkey claw, Crawley root. 

This remedy has not been proved, the symptoms are clinical; it was 
introduced by Dr. Waddel of Wauson, Ohio; the author received the 
following symptoms from the late Dr. H. C. Allen of Chicago: coralor- 
hiza (Crawley) : Hectic fever, coming on at 9 to 10 A. M. and lasting 
till midnight. Intensely nervous and restless, burning of the palms 
and soles, no thirst, no chill or perspiration. Can bear only the slightest 
covering, while the fever is on, even in winter ; but after midnight he can 
be covered and sleep well. The fever is promptly relieved, without leav- 
ing any prostration after it. 

drosera: It is a specific for laryngeal phthisis, the only remedy 
needed, providing there is no specific base, such as syphilis or sycosis. 
For whooping cough, give but one dose — a cure will follow in from one 
to eight days. 

DULCAMARA : Phlegmatic, scrofulous constitutions, restless, irritable, 
subject to catarrhal, rheumatic or skin affections induced by cold, damp, 
rainy weather, or by sudden changes in hot weather, as hot days follow- 
ed by cold nights; hemorrhages, blood watery, bright red; epistaxis, 
hot clear blood, worse after getting wet. 

ferrum: Like acetic acid, predisposes to serious and often fatal 
hemorrhages; weakness, amounting almost to paralysis of the entire 
body or of single parts, violent pains in the limbs, abdominal affections, 
vomiting of food by day or night, phthisical affections, with spitting of 
blood, suppression of menses, sterility of both sexes, impotence, jaun- 
dice, etc. 

FERRUM PHOS. : Purring sound (as of cats) in the chest Hemor- 
rhage preceded by a bubbling sensation in the chest, with nausea, chills 
and oppressed breathing. 

lODiUM : Rapidly growing youths of both sexes, eiuaciating though 
eating well (calc. carb., phos.) ; cough, with tickling in every part of the 
lungs, desire to uncover the head (lycopod.). 

KALI CARB.: Persons suffering from ulceration of the lungs, can 
kardly get well without this great antipsoric remedy. This has often 
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been verified in neglected or improperly treated pneumonias, where the 
rapid degeneration threatens to terminate into acute phthisis; darting, 
stitching pains in the chest in the later stages of phthisis, where nodules 
of tubercles and sacculated cavities are first detected. Here kali carb. 
will often become indispensable, and, like lycopodium, cut short what 
seems to be a well marked case of tuberculosis and restore the patient to 
perfect health. 

LAOHESis: Tuberculosis after an attack of pneumonia or typhoid 
fever. 

LTCOPODiUM : Deep seated affections of the lungs and pleura (bry- 
onia, acute affections of lungs and pleura) and it vies with kali carb. 
in ulcerations of the lungs. Gradually increasing chronic or subacute 
affections of the lungs, pneumonia in the stage of hepatization, or the 
suppurative stage of hepatization, tubercular affections accompanying 
or following improperly treated pneumonia or pleuritis, attended with 
hemoptysis and purulent expectoration, or pneumonia and pleuritis with 
effusion occuring during tuberculosis, lycopodium, if prox>erly adminis- 
tered, may produce a periect cure. 

Boys mentally active, but body feeble and emaciated. 

MYRTUS has relieved the distressing chest pains even in advanced 
stages of tuberculosis, where acetic acid, ferrum, phosphorus and sulphur 
would be dangerous. 

NATRUM SULPH. : Gonorrheal, sycotic constitutiors, worse in wet 
weather; asthma from every change from dry to damp weather, which 
may finally turn into bronchial or pulmonary phthisis. The sycotic 
diathesis must first be corrected, ere the pulmonary affection can be 
cured, which may require natrum sulph. or thuja. These hold the same 
relation to sycosis as the antipsorics due to syphilis. 

phosphorus: This is one of our greatest remedies in pneumonia, 
(aeon., arsen., bryonia,). In tuberculosis it is best suited to the early 
stage to correct the diathesis, before the tubercles have deposited. In 
the late stage of pneumonia, the face often becomes of a suffused, dusky 
red color. 

PSORiNUM : This is about the only remedy that will eradicate the 
psoric diathesis, upon which hay-fever depends, but it must be prescribed 
upon the totality of the symptoms, and not upon the diagnosis of hay- 
fever. 

Pulsatilla: Girls who date their illness to the beginning of men- 
struation, have never been well since; delayed or scanty menses; hem- 
optysis or hemorrhages of dark blood. Anemia and chlorosis occurring 
at puberty. 

BAMBUGUS: Signs of a cure: profuse urination, itching and ex- 
foliating of the skin. 

sanguinaria: Fever and hectic of bronchitis, pneumonia or con- 
sumption. Fever at 2 or 3 P. M. daily, with bright circumscribed red- 
ness of the cheeks; sputum and breath very offensive, even to the pa- 
tient himself. Gastric symptoms predominate. 
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siuca: Like calcarea, is more frequently called for in infancy and 
adolescence than in middle life and old age, for those who suffer from 
imperfect assimilation; the head is very large, fontanelles, especially 
the anterior, open; abdomen hot and swollen; body emaciated. Profuse^ 
offensive, sour sweat on head, neck and face; delicate skin, pale, waxen, 
earthy-yellow skin of the face; child had difficulty in learning to walk 
on account of poorly developed muscles and bones. If such a history of 
childhood is obtained, then silica will prove to be the remedy in most aD 
chronic diseases of adult life. Silica is the chronic of Pulsatilla. 

siLPHiuM : Humid asthma, chronic catarrh of the entire respiratory 
tract; chronic, loose cough, sputum albuminous, glairy, watery, tough, 
i^opy, stringy, tasteless, profuse mucus, floating in a thin, watery mass. 
£xhau8ting nightsweats, and profuse mucous discharge in the last stages 
of phthisis, where acetic acid, ferrum, phosphor., stannum and sulphur 
might cause dangerous and even fatal aggravations. 

SPONGiA : Enlarged glands ; a history of croup in childhood, (brom., 
calcarea carb., hepar, kali hi., sambucus). 

STANNUM : Sad, low spirited condition, and weeping, like Pulsatilla. 
Catarrhal, scrofulous consumption, with the above mentality. 

sulphur: Hot flushes, empty, gone, hungry feeling in the stomach 
at 11 A.M., vertex hot, cold feet with burning soles at night, must ex- 
pose them from under the covers ; sudden, imperative diarrhea at 5 A.M. 
A history of psora or repelled eruptions; defective reaction. An erup- 
tion is repelled or dried up by external applications ; years after, another 
disease (not necessarily a skin disease) perhaps pneumonia, due to 
exposure or a cold, is contracted. The eruption suppressed years before^ 
so modifies the pneumonia, that it is incurable until the same has been 
re-established in the skin. Tot this purpose give sulphur, and then the 
remedy which was indicated before, but failed to act, will produce a 
prompt and perfect cure. 

''If pneumonia is not complicated with other diseases, then general- 
ly there comes a period when the febrile symptoms subside, the pains and 
dyspnea cease, in short the patient himself feels greatly relieved as soon 
as infiltration becomes complete. At this period art can have no other 
problem than to support nature, when she, for the sake of removing the 
exudation, increases the activity of the process of absorption; or on the 
other hand, to oppose nature, in case she shows a disposition to get rid 
of the pneumonic infiltration by a purulent degeneration. Now no 
remedy yet proved, corresponds so well to these indications as sulphur, 
none compares with it in point of certainty and celerity of action. 
Sulphur penetrates the entire organism in its finest and most remote 
portions, it increases the activity of vegetative life generally and the 
process of secretion and absorption in particular, accelerates the inter- 
change of elements and makes it more pervading; in a word: it fulfills 
all these demands upon which the removal of an abnormal product is 
conditional. Upon these grounds we apply sulphur for the removal of 
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pneumonic infiltration and of serous exudation of old as well as of. 
recent deposits in the skin, parenchyma, the joints and bones." 

Tuberculosis frequently supervenes upon pneumonia and pneumonia 
often occurs during the progress of tuberculosis, and frequent attacks of 
pneumonia almost invariably terminate in tuberculosis.

than any narcotic can do. 

*. .iJPUOBPHORUS CM (pne dose only) Hectic fever in full blast, skin 
hot in the afternoon; night sweat; constant burning thirst; red spot 
on cheek, diarrhea, stool escapes on coughing; intense fever in the after- 
noon, constriction of the chest, suffocation. An aggravation will follow, 
but this soon will pass off, leaving the patient free of fever and more 
comfortable generally. 

LACHESis: Distress in the stomach and chest, suffocation, stream- 
ing perspiration, great sinking sensation, must have neck free of cloth- 
ing, as also chest and abdomen, ghastly countenance. (Give the 200 
or higher as often as necessary.) 

CAKBO VEG.: Covered with cold sweat, must be fanned hard, ab- 
domen distended, with flatus, breath cold. (Give carbo veg. in aqua, 
every hour for six hours, then stop.) 

senega: The tough, stringy mucus is difficult to expectorate^ gags 
with it; throat very dry, in last stage of phthisis. 

ARSENIC and secale: Death pains, dying cells, mortification in ab- 
domen. 

TARENTULA CUB.^ 30, much later, in the last stage of consumption; it 
helpiS'to throw the mucus out. 

COIX)Cynth: Child cries all dny, especially from 4 to 8 or 9 P.M., 
draws knees up to abdomen, relieved somewhat by lying or pressing on 
abdomen, but sleeps good nil nisrht: straining at stool, which is hard 
and infrequent, every second or third day.

Mrs. B., after exposure to a cold rain, had 
a severe chill followed by high fever, cough and restlessness, temp. 103. 
I gave her aeon. 200, in aq., two teaspoonfuk every two to four hours. 
Quite some improvement followed but did not continue. On the third 
day I obtained the following symptoms :

CASE 4. (This is the case referred to in the preface.) Mr. H., set. 
73 years, after exposure to cold rain and sleet, had a severe chill, 
followed by fever. I was called soon after and gave aeon. 3d in aqua. 
He seemed to improve somewhat, but soon pneumonia developed. I 
gave him bryonia and other remedies. Seeing no improvement and 
finally fearing my patient would not recover, I called in an old, exper- 
ienced homa3opath in consultation. He examined the patient, question- 
ed him and also the family and elicited the following symptoms where 
I had failed to get any to aid me in the selection of the remedy. Homoeo- 
pathy being something new to the family as well as to myself, this being 
in the first year of my practice. 

1. Breathing labored, arythmical, like the action of a bellows. 

2. Face dusky red. 

3. Heart's action too regular, without the proper rythym, like the 

breathing. 

4. Cough worse in the afternoon and from cold air. 

5. Sputum, bloody mucus, profuse. 

6. Worse lying on the left side. 
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The Doctor advised me to give the patient phosphorus 200, saying 
that the suffused, dusky redness of the face and the peculiar breathing 
of the patient had called this remedy to his mind on first seeing the pa- 
tient, as these were characteristic symptoms of that remedy. 

I now gave the patient phos. 200 in aqua., two teaspoonfuls every 
two to three hours. In less than twelve hours there was a marked im- 
provement in the patient's condition and he recovered fully under this 
remedy in a few days, no other being needed. 

CASE 5. Mr. A. Pneumonia. Temp., 103; resp., 40; pulse, 110; 
frequent cough, worse at night and from least motion; sputum white, 
blood streaked; mouth and lips, dry, drinking much at a time but not 
often; sharp, cutting, sticking pains in lower right side of chest; he 
feels better when perfectly quiet and the room is kept cool, and lying 
on the right, painful side. 

Bryonia cured him in four days. 

CASE 6. Mr. G. Pneumonia, affecting chiefly the lower lobe of the 
right lung. Temp., 102^2 ; cough, loose and rattling, worse at night and 
from motion; sputum thick, yellow, bloody mucus; mouth, dry though 
full of saliva; desire for cool air; tongue coated white, is thick and flab- 
by, showing the imprint of the teeth on the edges. 

He perspires freely, but is not relieved. The right side of the chest 
and region of the liver are very tender to touch; he cannot lie on it. 

Merc. viv. cured him in less than a week. 

CASE 7. Mr. Fred. B., a blacksmith, had been sick for 12 days and 
treated by his wife with home remedies and lobelia in aq., but became 
worse. Temp., 104%; pulse, 120; resp., 46. Tearing and stitching 
pains in right side of chest; cough frequent, loose, with brownish, rust- 
colored sputum and clear, brownish blood ; worse from cold and uncover- 
ing of even a hand ; worse evenings till midnight, and mornings ; profuse 
perspiration now and then, which relieves him somewhat. Tongue coat- 
ed brown with a triangular, red tip. 

Khus tox. cured him in five days. 

CASE 8. Phthisis pulm. Mrs. B., set. 50 years, tall, slender, chest 
flat, ribs far apart, face pale, hollow cheeks, has been treated for con- 
sumption for at least 10 years by an allopath and always kept whiskey 
on hand, which she took as her doctor ordered, when she had a bad spell. 

Her husband was taken very ill and, while attending him, she was 
prostrated herself. Unable to get symptoms of any value, I gave her 
nux v., bry., and finally phos. with only slight improvement, which, how- 
ever, did not continue. After treating her thus for several weeks on the 
few symptoms I could obtain, her daughter told me her mother had 
an involuntary discharge of urine with each cough, even if she 
coughed just after urinating. This symptom she had been troubled 
with ever since she had taken to her bed, but did not want them to tell 
me of it. Explaining to her, then, that I must know all her symptoms. 
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no matter what they were, if she wanted to get well, I questioned her 
for a long time and finally obtained the following symptoms : 

1. Cough caused by violent tickling in left side of throat just 

above larynx. 

2. Cough worse before midnight. 

3. Cough worse from drinking coffee. 

4. Worse from cold and cold draughts. 

6. Cough relieved by drinking cold water. 

6. Involuntary discharge pf urine with each cough. 

7. Sputum profuse, thick, yellow. 

I now gave her causticum 200 in aq., two teaspoonfuls every 1 to 3 
hours. Improvement began the very next day and continued under this 
one remedy until a few weeks later, when she needed a few doses of Pul- 
satilla. She regained her health completely and continued so to my 
knowledge for 12 years afterwards. 
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
